THIS evening about ſeveno'clock, a fire broke 
out at Mr. Exrigg's (within 1530 yards of our 
houſe. and chapel) ſtraight to. windward of us. It 
being a very large two ſtory houſe, and built of 
ine-timber, the fire burſt through with great-vio- 
nce, and caught another large and. elegant houſe 
of Mr. Skarer, which was painted withoiland tar, 
and built with pitch-pine, which made a dreadful 
blaze. The wind blew freſh over the town, 
The people in general were much confuſed, and 
apprehenſive that moſt of the town would be 
burnt to aſhes; particularly our chapel, it being 
fo near. How to account for it, I know not; 
but all the while I was compoſed: and though 
pieces and flakes of fire were falling thick upon 
the chapel and the houſes around, yet I was con- 
fident the chapel would. not be burnt: neither 
Was it, bleſſed and praiſed be that God who 
commands the winds and the ſeas, and they obey 
him, God in the twinkling of an eye ſhifted the 
wind clean off, till the two houſes and one or
